on Kaat (Main street—this was 10U yards 
from Huckett's; Oillcur Wilkinson was 
with me; described the way to Hack- 
ott'a; liol) Winston was with Bannister; 
Bannister had u large, crooked stick— 
looked liku thu ono showed; carried it 
on his left shoulder. 


Question. 
What, if anything, did 


they say thoy would do? Objected to and 
argued, that If throats cannot be proved, 
thoy are not brought home defendant.

Hughes, and had the club; Hughes was

W. W. Mason sworn—Anv acquainted 


with Bannister; 
Nov. Oth, about 9 


o'clock, at the corner of Prairie and 
Water slroots, ho, with Winston was 
talking very loud; said, "Let's go round 
to tho old square and clean out tho 
white son of a bitch." I stopped him, 
and told him not to got Into any dilll- 
culty to-night, before election; he said 
lie would, but soon disappeared. 


Cross-examined—Tho same ground 


wan gone over. 
Witness further said, 


Bannister promised mo to stay with me 
and not got into trouble. 


Olark I'otter sworn—Llvo in Docalur. 


Know Bannister; he was a very tall 
man; was at the meeting; saw Bannis- 
ter at Breuneman's saloon with Bob 
Winston; they got drinks; Bannistor 
was Intoxicated; he said ho was going 
to settle u certain matter up that night; 
it was a good night to do it. Ho talked 
loud; Winston said, "You'd better not, 
you'll got hurt If you go." 
Thoy start- 


ed to tho door; I followed out; Winston 
tried to pull him. north; he said, "I'm 
going round to settle this with Haokett, 
this Is a good night;" Winston laid 
"You'll get hurt." But they started 
south; a man tried to stop them; I think 
it was Mason; they went on past a lot of 
shops south of tho furniture store; when 
I saw them Bannister had the club; they 
went on south to Main street and turn- 
•d part Busher'a to Linn & Scrugg's, 
Winston was trying to persuade him 
out of it; they turned next south past 
Armstrong's toward Haoketl's; I saw 
them go there and go in; saw Bob come 
out after a while, but did not tee BaM- 
nlster. 


Cross-examined—Stood on corner at 


Linn * Scrugg's about flvo minutes.— 
[Witness went over the samo ground; 
attorneys attempted to lay a foundation 
to discredit him.] 


Thomas Maples sworn—Saw Bannis- 


ter in Hhinehardt's saloon; he said be 
was pretty drunk; I said that made no 
difference: lie said that damned son of 
a bitch don't expect to live long. I said 
why ? Ho said he'd have Hackett on his 
cooling-beard before a week. We then 
look a lunch together; this was on Sat- 
urday before election. 


Cross-examined—Have born working 


for Attorney Brown, making garden lor 
McCarty, »»wed wood ' iti different 
places; worked on a farm last yeari jliad 
no othor occupation.

E. Hussoli sworn—Am a farmer; Wow 


Bannister; hoard him make threats 
against Haokelt; he WM abasing- i#nie 
other man in front of Hackett's saloon; 
ho said, "There's Mike nuckett, tho 


dtunned son of a bitch, If he ever crosses 
my path I'll cut his damned heart out." 
He repeated it; ho did not hear him 
make any othor throat. 


Cross-examined as to his business, 


otc.; tho man told Bannister to keop his 
hands ,oll him; Bannistor said if you 
daro arrest that hoy I'll boat you; 
thought by tho discourse it was a col- 
ored boy. 


Conrt adjourned to Si o'clock, Tups- 


day morning. 


TCBSDAY, MAY 22. 


At tho opening of court this morning 


the case was resumed and the following 
testimony was given:

Jasper Wllaou sworn—Said he resides 


two hundred yards west of Uueatur; I 
work days-work; knew Bauuiutor; saw 
him Nov. G, in front of Brennoman's sa- 
loon in all ing consUleniblu noise; he sniJ, 
come on, come on, I'm wild; I'm the 
worst damn iilgger in this town ! I 
thought hu said he'd kill some man; 
they went oil In a southerly direction; 
that was toward Hackett's saloon; [do- 
scribed where they were.] 


Cross-ox.—They wore going north- 


ward through tho crowd; (ho repeated 
tho conversation.} 


James Palmer sworn.—Suld lie has liv- 


ed on West Wood street tor ten years; 
lie aaw Bannister's body going into the 
bakeshop; just as I was go I ay into 
Hackctt's saloon I walked over two 
clubs, one was like tho one in.court and 
tho other smaller; there was a crowd 
around there and about tho bakeshop; 
[tho court refused to lot witness go into 
what tho crowd said. | 


Cross-ox.—I couldn't toll just which 


way thoy wore lying; I did not notice; 
I was going west to tho saloon; tho 
crovd was coming; not many were go 
ing away. 


Charles H. Burr sworn—He saw the 


clubs spokcu of behind tbo bur, uboul 
live minutes after the killing. 


C'roiJB-ox.—Did not pick thu clubs up, 
Samuel Plunk sworn—Ho is u carpen- 


ter; lived in Deciitur llftecn or twenty 
yours; suw him Nov. U, in front o 
Brcnuoman's then south from there wit): 
a stick in his hands, toward the bonfire 
I Hint saw tho stick in his hand near tho 
lire; the lire was made of cord wood. 


Cross-ox.—Described the position o: 


the tire; I saw no stick when ha M as in 
front of Bronnoman'd; he ran down to 
ward Hacc» and fell down; when I got 
up he was talking in fiont of Haces with 
a colored man. 


Mr. Witts sworn—Lived in Docatur 


for lit} years; a brick maker; in October 
before tho killing, I talked with him in 
Hackett's saloon; he said ho didn't care 
a damn whore ho was; If he Interfered 
with him ho would kill him; In 1875 bo 
said ha would kill Hackott if ho lived 
long enough; thlsjwos west of north of 
Docalur five miles. 


Cross-ex.—He said he was in town and 


gut drunk, and Hackott wouldn't lot 
him have liquor when ho was overpaid, 
and I will kill tho son-of-n-bltch for it if 
I live long enough. [ There was a long 
attempt to break down this testimony by 
calling for exact words, calling for them 
over and over again,] 


J. McDonald sworn—Lived here a 


.year since lost December; knew Bannis- 
ter and Hackett; knew ho was killed tho 
night before election; I hoard him talk 
about Hackett Sunday morning; he 
was sitting at tho stoyo; ha said he and 
Hackott had '.hud a fuss, Sec., tho next 
lime he orders me out he'll kill mo or 
I'll kill him; some time before Haokett 
ordered him out of his saloon. 


Cross-ex.—I was In tho Bt. Nicholas 


saloon, by the back door, between 8 and 
Oa. m.; Callln was tending; went over 
to Dave Adams'; sta'd about ha'f an 
hour; several came ii and went to the 
bar. 


The stale then asked to recall Mr.
